Fightcen Branch Lines to be Erected 
in Manitoba, Saskatchewan and 


* Alberta—Connection Between the 
* Great Northern Railway and Ter- 
i minal Port on Hudson Bay,

Winnipeg, Jan, 17—Under the name 
of the Canatian Northern Branch 
Lines company, the Canadian North- 
ern railway is applying for incorpora- 
tion with power to build 18 branch 
lines, in Manitoba, Saskatchewan and 


Alberta. 
The Canadian Northern railway 
has therefore planned the greatest 


construction seagon of its history. 
More branch lines will be built than 
last senson, when over 500 miles were 
completed. Besides what is of great- 
est importance connection’ will be 
made with the Great Northern rail- 
way at a number of points on the 
United States boundary line, which 
will lead direct over the Canadian 
Northern lines to'the starting point of 
the Dominion government's Hudson 
Bay railway. 

The Cowan Construction Company, 
Limited, of Winnipeg, is applying to 
ashe leutenant governor in council for 
authority to change the name to the 
Union Construction Company, Lim- 
ited. Two Of the original members of 
the company have sold out their in- 
terests to T. J. Merry and Joseph M. 
Mackenzie for $105,000. Mr. Mac- 
thenzile is the son of Sir William Mac- 
kenzie, president of the Canadian 
Northern Railway company. W. F. 
Tiadale and Frederick Fox are also 
named on the directorate of the re- 
organized company. 

It is understood that the company 
wil] undertake an important contract 
on the Canadian Northern line  be- 
tween the Pembina and the Rocky 
mountains, in addition to other con- 
aracts in the prairie country. 

Line West From Fort Nelson. 

Ottawa, Jan, 17—Application will be 
made to parliament this year for the 
ineorporation of the Hudson's Bay, 
Peace River and Pacific Railway Co., 
which proposes to build from Port 
Nelson to Fort Churchill, then west- 
erly to Fort Vermilion on to Peace 
River, then southwesterly to Fort St. 
John, thence westerly to Laurier pass 
and on to Fort Simpson; also from 
St. John to Edmonton. 

The Alaska and Yukon railway will 
apply for an extension of time for 
construction and for legislation to ex- 
pend 15 pér cent, of the amount of 
its capital for four years, and for 
completion in seven years, 

The Dominion Development Rall- 
way company will seek incorporation, 
It. will run from the Nass river, on 
Portiand canal, to Fort Churchill and 
Port Nelson.

Are Used to Hardships. 

“The kind of people who will com> 
from the States are those used 10 
hardship; if they make up their minds 
to go in neither bad roads, nor lack 
of a railroad will keep them out. 
They have means and if they cnce 
get in with an outfit they will be able 
to wait for a railroad for some years.” 

Impressed With Country. 

Mr. Cravath is struck with the 
north country for farming purposes. 
“In the south,” he saidj “it is not so 
easy a proposition as here with your 
level plains. The country there is 
rough, only forty per cent. of it be- 
ing fit to plow, even in the best dis- 
tricts; in Eastern Montana irrigation 
is practised; further west, dry farm- 
ing. From what I can gather, +here 
you have no such difficulties. When 
even the poorest of land over the 
border has jumped from fiv to twenty 
dollars in three years, yOu can see 
what my reasons are for believing 
that thig year you will see a great in- 
vasion of settlers of the farming land 
of Northern Alberta."' 


NCHING OF A BIG 
BATTLESHIP OF U.S. 


eho Arkanas, the Largest Dread- 
nought Afloat, Slides Very Grace- 
fully Into Waiter &¢ Camden, New 
JOPSCY gg_t'irst- 26,000 ‘Ton Battle- 
ship Auwhorized By Congress. 


Camden, N. J., Jan, 17.—The U. 8. 
battleship, Aakansas, the largest 
Dreadnought afloat, was launched 
from the Ways of the New York Ship- 
building Company. 

Without a tremor the giant vessel 
slid from jts rack when the ways were 
dropped. It settled eusily into the 
water, 

Secretary of the Navy Meyer, Assist. 
ant Secretary Winthrop, and a delega- 
tion of Arkansas congressmen, attend. 
ed the launching. The Arkansas was 
christened by Miss Mary Macon, 
daughter of Congressman Macon, 

The battleship Wyoming, a sister 
ship, will” be launched soon. 

The Arkansas is the first 26,000 ton 
battleship authorized by congress, and 
exceeds in size any other battleship 
ever built. It will bo surpassed, how- 
ever, by other Dreadnoughts now be- 
ing built in Great Britain. Accord- 
ing to specifications jt must make 20 4, 
knots an hour. The Arkansas js 562 
feet long over all; its beam is 93 feet 
at water line under load. It was 
built to develop 28,000 horsepower in 
its engine room, 

Turbine engines were installed. 

The ship will carry an instrument of 
twenlve 12-inch guns mounted in six 
turrets, Except for the torpedo tubes 
these big rifles constitute the enire 
armament, It will be provided with 
25 one-ineh rifles, to be used in repell- 
ing torpedo attacks, 

The contract called for the comple- 
tion of the Arkansas by May 25.

LAW HAS ITS JOKE. 


Supreme Court Handy Down a Deci- 
sion on Lynn Chioroforming Case 
Regina, Jan, 17.—A striking case of 

how the public gets lots of law which 
verges On the ridiculous rather than 
the sublime is presented by a decision 
in the supreme court here. This was 
the case of King vs. Lynn. Lynn was 
charged with having chloroformed a 
lady passenger on a C, P, R. train for 
the purpose of robbing her. The ori- 
ginal hearing was held here, but argu- 
ment arose as to the right of the Re- 
gina court to hear the case, and it was 
finally transferred to Moose Jaw. 

The argument as to where the case 
should be tried came before Mr, Jus- 
tice Lamont. He decided that the ju- 
dicial district in which the alleged of- 
fence Was committed was the proper 
Place. This was Moose Jaw, so Lynn 
Was sent there, tried and acquitted. 

Now comes in the lawyers’ joke. 
After the decision of Mr. Justice La- 
mont was given it was appealed, but 
instead of Waiting for the result of 
the appeal the man was brought to 
trial, After he had been found not 
guilty and discharged the public natu- 
tally expected to hear no more about 
it, but on Thursday the Supreme Court 
handed down its weighty decision that 
Regina was the proper place to try 
Lynn. Of course the latter cannot be 
tried again at Regina or anywhere 
else for the offence of which he has 
been relieved, so the suprem court 
seems to have been wasting its time 
und energy, and the judgment is use- 
less except to set up another prece- 
dent for lawyers to quarrel about in 
the next case of disputed jurisdiction,

FOUR GREAT NATIONS 
TO UNITE IN TREATY 


Will Be the Means of Compelling Rest 
of World To Follow Their Kxample 
—U. 8S. Congressman Says War Is 
Unlikely Between Japan = and 
America,

Washington, Jan. 16.—Official cir- 
cles of the capital are today discuss- 
ing with intense interest startling as- 
sertions made last night by Represen- 
tative David J. Foster of Vermont, 
chairman of the House Committee on 
Foreign affairs. He declared that war 
between the United States and Japan 
over the Philippine Island js unlikely, 
because, if Japan wants them the 
United States would gladly give the 
islands to her. This declaration was 
made in the course of an address on 
international peace before a church 
clubs The speaker characterized the 
Philippines as a “lemon” on the 
hands of the United States, and then 
predicted world peace by @ union of 
the United States, Japan, France and 
Kngland ¢0 preserve international or- 


der, 
Settle All Disputes. 

“In five years a treaty-for the settie- 
ment of internationa) disputes will be 
entered ino by the United States, Ja- 
pan, France and Engiend,” said Re- 
presentative Foster. 

These four nations, banded together 
will be a means of compelling the rest 
of the world to follow their example 
The result will be an International 
court for the judicial settlement of in- 
ternational disputes, established at 
the Hague, and world peace. 

Wars Drain the Nations, 

“I feel perfeetly safe in making this 
prediction. Past Wars and rumors of 
future ware are draining the great 
nations of the world. Over two bil- 
lion dollars is spent each year for ar- 
maments, 

“I would like to refer to rumors of 


war between the United 6tates and 
Japan. The possibility is remote. Ja- 
pan realizes thai Uie Plilippines are 
4 burden to us, and would be to her 


Vor this reason she ean have no de- 
signs in that direction, Japan is not 
looking for burdens.”

Cash is Poured Initio Many Banks io Meet Ruts, aiid the Madison Truat 
Company is Taken Over by the Equitable—“Public Must Understand 
Business World is All Right,” Says Morgan in Discussing the Situation 


That Has Arisen, 


New York, Jan. 16—That the allied 
banking institutions of the country 
are prepared to prevent any disturb- 
ance of present conditions was made 
plain today by the presence in the 
clearing house of a number of the 
leading captains of finance, They were 
on hand to take care of any runs that 


might develop in any city bank and 
had available almost unlimited cash 
to meet demands. Through the night 


officials of the big banks were on duty 
and when the business day opened 
there was an exhibition of immediate 
resources in every inatitution which 
might have unusual demands made 
upon it, such as has not been display- 
ed since the gloomy days in 1907. 
“There is nothing the matter with 
the business world and the public must 
be made to understand it at once,” is 
the word that came from J. P. Mor- 
gan, and the command of the “king” 
was literally obeyed. Overnight Mor- 


gan had clarified the situation. By 
his order the Madison Trust com- 
pany, formerly the Van Norden Trust 
oompany, was taken over by the 
Equitable Trust company, This is a 
$36,000,000 concern backed by the 
Equitable Insurance Co., of which 


Morgan is controlling owner. 
Two Banks Supported. 

Morgan also personally assumed re- 
sponsibility for all of its obligations 
of the Nineteenth and the Twelfth 
ward banks and their branches, and 
it was by this directions that securities 
held by these two concerns, which 
were not of a sort that could be sold 
readily in the open market, were re- 
placed by actual cash.

To the author who | 
would interpret legends and myths, | 
must bring to the task a young heart} 
that will enable him, i na scientific 
age, to call up in the’ mysterious | 
chamber Of his imagination times that 
were and are not, till spiritual, ro- 
mantic or heroic men and women live 
before his eye and seem to breathe the | 
breath of life. And 60, as he has 
seen, he makes to live on the printed 
page till the idle and empty who read 
what he has created, feel as if they | 
were transported from the mean mo- 
ment to a grander time. 

“Mrs, Broadus has assimilated this 
penetrative spirit as one assimilates 
bread receiving it into the organism 
and transmitting it into life. She has 
sensed the deep, pervasive, devotional 
spirit which in those first days of 
partial light and restricted privilege, 
prepared the way for fuller knowl- 
edge.
